Please pardon the delay in returning to you your 
sketch of the coin cabinet, with comments. The fact 
ig, we are all upset here changing our exhibition and 
getting ready for the National Sculptare Society's 
show which is going to invade the terrace for all sum- 
mer ; 


I think the height of your case about right. Our 
balcony cases from floor to top are 374 inches, and our 
downstairs cases, which are slanting, run from 34-38 
inches, and these could be an inch or so nigher without 
harms The length and width would be governed more or 
jess by the size of the room in which you place the case 
and how many coins you want to show. I think your case 
is a very good sizee I would suggest your not having 
too much of a flange on the cover as a large overhang 
gives & better grip to anyone trying to force the case 
opene I would not have the inside (ieee. from the bot- 
tom of the case to glass) too deep. In fact, an inch, 
or two at most, is sufficient, because a person might 
break a hole in the glass and be able to put in his arm 
and scoop out all of the things in the case if he had 
room to swing his arm ine With a shallow case, he could 
get only where the glass was broken. I think it unneces- 
sary to have glase sides; this is an added expense that 
would do no good and would prove one more point of con= 
tact for theft.
